ing panned out gold at the rate of 
$100 a day on a gravel pile in the 
Omineca country at the Finlay branch 
of the Peace river as far back ae 
i871. This was pretty good diggivug 
in those days, and would be still, but 
at that time they had no railways and 
no means of communication, that 
with only the supplies they could pack

Offers to negotiate for the loan have 
been made to the city by Kleinworts, 
Sons and company, limited, who took 
last year's entire issue of about ten 
million dollars, Other firms also have 
suggested opering negotiations, so 
that it would appear that the city 
should have no aifficulty in floating 
the loan, the ques.ion of the price at 
which the bonds might be sold being 
the only unces\a.ia question to be de- 
cided 

Leo J. Van tahr, vice-president of 
the Provident Savings Bank and Trust 
company of Cusw'nnati, Ohio, and 
James Sturm of breed, Elliott and 
Harrison, also of C neinnati, were in 
the city yesterday and had a lengthy 
interview with Maycr McNamara in 
regard to the poss bie purchase by 
them of this year's debenture issue. 
Mr. Van Lahr expressed himself as 
astounded at the deficits in some of 
the utilities and stated that in his 
opinion the matter of rates and opera- 
tion should be taken out of the hands 
of the city council entirely. The firms 
represented by these gentlemen un- 
derwrote Saskatoon’s debenture issue 
last year. 

According to the mayor, the city is 
in fairly good financial condition 
right now, and if any unforeseen de- 
lay should occur in markoting the 
next debenture issue, the bank would 
be able to finance the city for a time.
